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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 3-9 and 12-17 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative 
only and cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 

§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-2 and 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, lines 13-14, "and then a conductor 
device transfers the hook with bait the hook/bait chamber(16) in the longline container." 
is confusing. Claims 1-2 do not recite active method steps such as "being conducted" 
should be -conducting-. All the claims should be rewritten to conform to current US 
patent practice. Claim 1 1 does not end in "." and it appears that part of the claim is 
missing. Hence the scope of the claim is indefinite. 

4. Claim 10 recites the limitation "the longline container" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Claim 10 recites the limitation "the baiting machine" in line 21. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-2 and 10-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Huff, Huse, Alex, Bjorshol, Alex, Godo, Cook, 
Canadian 595030, Norsk 92762, and Nonwegian 129074 show other line baiting and 
line storage devices.
